A Plak-
wiclhlan logle discovers that the Bym-
phiony was ot quite of that order,

To quote Mr. Btock noout his own work:
"It 1y meant to desorlbe human fe, (ta
porrows as well as ita foys, the struggle
of mortal man agalnst fate, the spiritual
triala to which he s subjected, his despalr
at the apparent futility of worldly ex-
Istence, mingled with everlasting hopa
that victory will ha his In the end.” As
Mr. Btock says, thls has been attempted
before. Tha ffth of Mahler and BHesth-
oven come to mind. Mr, Block does not
invoke them, becauss hls thematle ma-
terinls and his slaborations are original
enough. He dooa not sufgest their
nchiovement except by contrast. He has
written almont unvaryingly at the top
of his volee. The struggles of man ngalnst
fate ore more subtle, more quiet and more
profound than the efforts of his muslo to
aocompliah itself. And, despite tha two
passnges in the first and third move-
ments, which are of pasalng beauty and
of high sustained aemotion, the whola
symphony leaves one terribly tired, and
not ot all exalted. The smashing climax
at the end, it should be noted, brought
unusual applauss from the audlence, unld
the orchestra rose at Mpr, SBtokowskl's
nignal to necept It. The diMculties of
the plece, and the excellence (though un-
oven excellence) of thelr rendition of it
Justifigd thelr actlon.

The suavity of Mr. Sandby's glorious
fnstrument and the ease and discretion
of his playing contrasted remarkably with
the preceding symphony and greatly to
the artlst's advantage. The show plece
finale to the frst movement, With Its
glittering harmonics, Mr., Bandby played
with o brave facility; the two andantea
weara morsa in e wveln, of qulst feeling
and an unfaltering expreasion. Ior the
reat, hia qualitles were as they wers ex-
pocted to be (and as they were noted
gu recently In thls plece as to nesd no
new oatalogue).

Fortunately, by the
time my bookk so suddenly reévived In
America I waas aware of the danger, and
in n position to protect myself by writing
and performing *“The Admirable Bash-
ville,!* The prudence of doing mo woan
soon  demonstrated, for rumoras moon
renched mo of several American stage
veralons; and one of thess has actually
been played In New York, with the box-
Ing escenes under the munagement (so it
stated) of the eminent pugllist, Jumea
Corbott. The New York press, in a some-
what derisive wvaln, conveyesd the [m-
presslon that In this veralon Cashel
Byron gought to interest the publie rather
in the Jost of the nobla race of the
Byronn of Dorsetshire than as hils un-
romantiec self; but In Jjustige to a play
which I never read, and an actor whom
I never saw, and who honorably offored
to treat mo as if I had logal rights In
the mutter, I muat not accept the news-
paper evidence as conclusive,

It may be asked why I have written
“The Admirable Bashville”™ in blank
versa. My answer In that I had but a
weak to wrile it in. Blank verase 18 ro
ohildishly ocasy and expeditious (hence,
by the way, Shakespeare's coplous out-
put), that by adopting It I was enabled
to do within the weak what wounld have
cost mo & month In prose.

Atnordingly, I have postastad “Tho Ad-
mirables Bashville' In the rigmarole
style. And leat the Webster worshipora
should declare that there is not i single
oorrect line In oll my three acts, T hinve
stolen or paraphrased a few from Mar-
lows and Bhakespears (not to mention
Henry Carey): so that If any muan doens
quote ma derisively, he shall do mo in
peril of Inadvertently lghtlng on n pur-
pls pateh from “Hamlet" of “"Faustus,'

I have also endeavored In this lttle play
to prove that I am not the hewrtless cren-
tiura soms of my critica take me for. |
have strictly obmserved the astablinhod
lawa of atage popularity and probabllily
I hava simplined the chariacter af the
heroine, and summed up her sweolnoss
in tha ons sacred word, Love. I have
givan conalstency to tha herolsm of
Cashel, I have pald to Momlity, In ths
final scene, the tributs of poatlo fustice, I
have restored to Patriotism Ity usunl place
on the stage, and gracefully acknowl-
edged The Throne aa the fountain of soe
social honer, I have pald particular at-
tantion to the construction of the play,
which will be found equal in this respect
to the best contemporary modeln.
